The Board of Commissioners meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m..

Clerk’s Office and is on record.

Hudkins added that the letter discloses that Commissioner Heier does not have a
conflict of interest regarding the County’s use of ethanol blended fuel because he
serves on the Corn Board and also the Board of Commissioners.

Holmes
stated the base fee will remain at $275 per subdivision review, however, the per
lot fee will be decreased from $25 to $10 per lot with a maximum total amount of
$1,000.
